bene numerare : The chiefeſt part of Philoſo- 
E222! pie, is, Tonumberw:ll, Vnderthis word 
Number,l include not onely Arithmeticall and Geomertricall 
Quantity, the ſuperficiall Tones and Sones of Mulick, thoſe 
corporall Dimenlions frequent among thoſe Mathematicks ; 
but whatſoeuer 15 combined within the compaile of maturall 
and ſupernaturall Theologie, cal!ed by ſome, Orphicall and 
Symbolicall, raking his beginning frem that which Ariſtotle 
calls Primum /obile ; and never leaueth ſpeculating, vntill it 
hath dived into the lowermolt Centre of theearth, For, my 
meaning 1s, in this enſuing diſcourſe, to ſhew, how that there 
is no knowledge, either rationall, morall, phylicall, or meta- 
phylicall, which hath not ſome cogration or participation 
with Numbers; according to that antient Poet, | 
neg, (nos retinent numeros : numers omnia plera.

Hy in it, wherein God may not be ſaid familiarly to be known 
ot vs,yeazeuen to dwell with vs zJas farther in this diſcourſe 
ſhall bee made manifelt. For example: Our common Creed 
read in tne Church,being a Summe oran Abbridgement con- 
taining all the myſteries of Chriſtian Belief, cannot bee made 
knowne vnto vs without the ternary Number ; ſeeing it con- 
filteth of three parts, The firſt is, T'o belceue in one GO D, 
Father omnipotent, Creator of heauen and earth. Theſecond

on, Again:allthe Commandements of God contit of two, 
from whencethe whole Decalogue is deriued: whereof three 
Precepts,being cf thefirlt Table,concern our knowledge and 
loue of God the other ſeuen, the loue of our neighbour, 
Nows,itis manifelt, that the myſteries of our Chriſtian R& 


 ligion cannot bee knowne without Numbers ;no more can 


many parts of Scripture? for, the Book called the 4pocalypſe, 
ſlited by the holy Ghoſt it ſelf, hath ſo many dark and proble- 
waticall Numbers, ſo many mylticall and {ymbolicall impe- 

1: :. HE Co neirables, 
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netrables, that, without the Art of numbring, it were fooliſh- 
nes for a man toſayghat he were able to vnderſtand them, As 
God therefore hatF#not revealed himſelf vnto vs, but by num- 
bring: ſo man, as touching both parts, his ſoule and body 
(called a little world) cannot be knowne ſufficiently, without 
che help of Numbers. Some therefore write, that the ſoule is 


' no other than an harmony framed out of Numbers by a mar- 


uellous concordance: in which opinion, was Pythageras and 
Plato. To finde our, then, her etfence, temperature, condiri- 
on, quality, is to be skilled in the Art of numbring. As tou- 
ching ur body ;zitis com poſed all of Numbers, muficall con- 
cent and harmony : for, Anatomilts hold, that his ſymmer:y 
reacheth in length, 300 minutes ;in breadth, 503 in height, 
30: according to whoſe proportion (hauing ſome kinde of 
diuinity included in it) the Ark of Noe ({ome write) was buil- 
ded. Yea, others {tick not to aftirmzthat this Ark was builded 
of the wood called Cedar zwhich lalteth longer than any o- 
ther, Now, for a man not to knowe himſelf (which is the 

reatelt ignorance that can bee), I mean, not to knowe the 
Heme temperature, and diſpoiition of his ſoule and body, is 
tobe vnskilled in the Art of nuwbring. Now ,I ſuppoſe,that 
ſome ofthoſe Anticats, eſpecially 2{arcis Varro (though o- 
therwiſe a learned man), hauea little too much abaſed man, in 
affirming, that he came fromtheearth onely : for,thatis com- 
mon to all creatures indifterently, But, the true Originall of 
man, is 4 opovoice : For he is, of all other creatures,the molt ſoci- 
able. And it 1s to be beleeued, that man is to borrow his de- 
nomination rather irom concord and co-fellowſhip, ſeeing 

nat in Greek,cuoG-1s taken forlike, and 0v0ſuc for a {fimilt- 
tude, whichisnotto be placed in the earth, nor in the-body, 
butin the minde; wherein man excelleth all other creatures 
whatſoeuer, Man then, conlilting of a ſoule and body, is a 
lovely andliuely harmony, wherein God himlelf and the vi:

There are many other ſpeculatiue knowledges ;which, 
without Numbers,can no more bee diſcerned by vs,than the 
Art of Geometry can be knowne without demonſtration ; the 
Art of Logick, without ſyliogizing.

Againzif we would knowe the Apocaſtaticall Reuolutions, 
that is, in how many ycers they (ignifie the worlds continu- 
ance, vied by thoſe Grecians, it is not poſſible thatit ſhould be 
done without much skil of numbring :no more can we con- 
jeture the greatnes of the Sunne or Moon, without the skill 
of cyphering. Some write, that the Sunne isten times grea- 
ter than the earth :if we beleeue Pro/omey,it is eightſcore times 
bigger. So that to knowe theelevation of the heauens, the 
fiteof the Planets,the courſe of the Sunne and Moon, their 
ſubſtance, their mouings fallings and declinings,thoſe which 
wee call Axes, Poles, Hemi-ſphears, Circles, Septentrionals, 
Solftices, EquinoCtials, Brumales, Anſtrales, Signifers, Meri- 
dians, Finitors, Colures, the twelue Signes, with their thirty 
and five Geſtamines; what is the nature of thoſe Epicycles, 
their breadth and length, what is ſyncentricall, what excentri- 
call, what ſchematiſmsthe Sunne and Moon haue, what is 
the faſhion of the earth, what inclination ofthe world, what 
variety of ſhadowes, what difference of houres, moneths and 
daies, how many Clymates and Zones, which are called A»- 
roccs and Pericei,vnder what Region Axtipodesare (beeing all 
properties belonging to ſphearicall Aſtrologie), is to haue re- 
courſe to the quantity , proportion, and diſproportion of 
Numbers.
